Because a single period for cadet training made it difficult for the school to arrange 
class schedules and also because it prevented many students from joining the Corps 
when certain subjects were taught only during the one drill period, the schedule for the 
second semester of this year provides for cadet training during two periods each day— 
the fourth and fifth.
